Preamble and resolution relative to the Choctaw Treaty and cer- 
tain alleged frauds. 


Whereas, the United States .did, by a certain Preamble. 
treaty held and made with the tribe of Choctaw 
Indians, residing, for the time being, within the 
limits of the state of Mississippi, to wit: the 
treaty of Dancing Rabbit Creek, made and con- 
cluded, on the twenty-eighth day of September, 
A.D. eighteen hundred and thirty. 

And whereas, by the 14th article of said treaty 
certain reservations of land were. granted, to 
such Indians as should remain on said land, for 
five years, next succeeding such treaty. 

And whereas, such claimants were, by the 14th 
article in the treaty referred to, compelled to 
signify their intention of claiming, under the 
provisions of said treaty, within six months after 
the ratification thereof, or for ever forfeit the 
right thus acquired. 

And whereas, it appears from récent develope- 
ments, that large claims to land have been prefer- 
red, conveying the richest and most valuable por- 
tions of the unsold Choctaw lands, and purporting 
to be founded on, and growing out of, the treaty 
above referred to, and on a part of which lands 
thus claimed, no Choctaw Indian either does 
now, or ever did, reside.

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And whereas, it is evident, from the face of 
the case, that these claims are manifestly unjust, 
in their character, oppressive in the result of 
their operation on the freemen of Mississippi, 
and calculated to secure no ultimate benefit to 
the Indians originally claiming, but, in their con- 
summation, will have a direct tendency to impair 
the confidence, which the good people of this 
state have in the correctness of the law, and in 
the honesty of the administrators of our public 
institutions. 

And whereas, this most iniquitous transaction, 
will, if consummated, not only rob Mississippi

in case of CaSes arising under the sixth and eighth sections 
cisagree- of the original act, incorporating said company,

Be at enacted by the Legislature of the State 
ca” of Mississippi, That a bank shall be established 
in the town of Rodney, the capital stock of which 
shall not exceed eight hundred thousand dollars, 
divided into shares of one hundred dollars each, 
and that books for the subscription of said stock 
shall be opened on the second Monday of March, 
1836, at ten o’clock, A. M., in the town of Rod- 
_- ney, under the superintendence of John Ducker, 
Commis- J. B. Warren, L. ©. Harris, T. P. Baily, Alex- 
mode of ander Montgomery, Thomas Freeland, John 
arr Snodgrass, T. S. Dobyns, and G. T. Martin, or 
any three of them, and shall remain open until 
at least the sum of two hundred thousand dol- 
lars shall be subscribed ; and the sum thus sub- 
scribed, shall be paid, one-fifth at the time of 
subscribing, one-fifth in three months, one-fifth 
in six months, one-fifth in nine months, and 
one-fifth in twelve months thereafter, provided 
that no person, firm, or corporation, shall, di- 
rectly or indirectly, subscribe, in his, her, their, 
or its own name, for more than twenty shares 
on any one day, until five days shall have elapsed 

from the opening of the said books. 
Powers & §2. And be it further enacted, That as soon as 
hee two hundred thousand dollars shall be subscrib- 
ny. ed, the subscribers, their successors, or assigns, 
shall be a body politic and corporate, by the 
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name and style of the Commercial Bank of Rod- 
ney, and shall so continue until the Ist day of 
January, eighteen hundred and sixty-one, and by 
that name, shall be able and capable in law, to 
have, purchase, hold, possess, receive, enjoy, and 
retain to the use of them and their successors or

or action, matter or things, depending in any 
court of law or equity in this state ; and also to 
have and keep a common seal, and the same to

laws, ordinances, and regulations, not contrary 
to the laws of this state and of the United States, 
as they may deem necessary and expedient, for 
the good government of the said corporation, and 
generally to do and execute all and singular, the 
acts, matters, and things which to them may 
appear necessary, or are incident to bodies cor- 
porate, subject to the rules and regulations here- 
inafter prescribed and declared, provided said 
bank shall not hold any real estate for a longer 
period than seven years after acquiring it, except 
so much as may be necessary for the banking- 
houses of said company. 
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§ 3. Be it further enacted, That the following Rules and 


rules and regulations shall form and be the fun- 
damental articles of the corporation ; first, every 
stockholder shall be eligible as a director, and 


regulations 
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shall at all meetings of the stockholders, be en- 
titled to vote for directors according to the num- 
ber of shares, he, she, or they, shall respectively 
hold, in the proportion following, that is to say: 
for each and every share, not exceeding ten, one 
vote; for every two shares above ten, and not. 
exceeding fifty, one vote; for every five shares 
above fifty, and not exceeding one hundred, one 
vote ; and for every ten shares above one hundred, 
one vote.

the directors shall always be citizens of the state. 
Second, no-director shall receive any emolument 
for his services as such; but it shall be lawful 
for the president to receive such compensation, 
as the directors shall, at a full meeting thereof 
assign to him. Third, the stockholders shall 
elect from among themselves, nine directors, 
who shall all continue in office for one year, and 
until their successors are duly elected and quali- 
fied ; at the end of which time, their successors 
shall be, in like manner, for another term of 
one year, and until their successors are duly 


` elected and qualified, and so on, until the dissolu- 


tion of the said corporation ; and the said board 
shall, at all times, have power to fill vacancies 
in their own body. Fourth, five directors, of 
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whom the president shall be one, shall constitute 
a board of directors for the transaction of busi- 
ness ; and in case of the unavoidable absence of 
the president, the said board shall and may ap- 
point one of their body, president, pro tempore ; 
but a committee of directors, with the cashier, 
may constitute a board for the renewal of loans 
when the security is the same. Fifth, it shall 
be lawful for the directors to call a meeting of 
the stockholders at any time when they may 
deem the same necessary or expedient. Sixth,

thousand dollars shall have been subscribed, ` 


provided that no person, firm, or corporation, 
shall subscribe in his, her; their, or its own name 
for more than twenty shares on either of the first 
five days after the books shall have been opened. 
Seventh, a cashier and other officers, clerk and 
servants of the corporation, shall be appointed 
by the board of directors, and previously to their 
entering on the duties of their offices, respectively 
give bond with such security, and in such form 
as the board of directors shall require, for the 
faithful discharge of their duties. Eighth, the 
total amount of bills emitted by the corporation, 
shall never exceed three times the amount of 
capital stock paid in, including the moneys on 
deposite.

§ 5. Be it further enacted, That the directors poe 
shall have power to engage such persons, and a ana 
appoint such officers, clerks, and agents, as may me by- 
be necessary for, conducting and executing the 
business and contracts of said corporation, and 
to allow them reasonable compensation for their 
engagements and services, and to discharge for 
good cause, and to do and execute such things, 
and to establish by-laws and regulations, as the 
said directors shall deem necessary for the well- 
being and good government of said corporation, 
not contrary to this act, nor to the constitution 
or laws of the United States, or of this state.

§ 1. Be a enacted by the Legislature of the state Town’ in- 
of Mississippi, That the town of Lexington, in m of 
Holmes county, be, and the same is héreby in- selectmen. 
corporated; and the free white, male inhabi- kesion 
tants, residing within the limits of said town, who eat 
are qualified electors by the constitution of this 
state, may elect, out of their own’ number, five 
freeholders, or householders, as selectmen ; 
which said election shall be conducted b y a jus- 
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tice of the peace and one freeholder; the first 
-election to be held on the first Monday of March, 
1836, between the hours of ten o'clock, A. M., 
and four o’cleck, P. M.; and the term of office 
of said selectmen shall be one year from their 
election, and until their successors be duly 
elected and qualified. And all future elections 
shall be held on the first Monday of March, in 
each and every year, and be conducted accord-

prevent and suppress any rioting, or other im- 
proper disturbances therein; they shall have the 
sole power of granting licenses for retailing spi- 
rituous liquors in said town, and regulating the 
price, and time of payment of said licenses, which, 
in no case, shall be less than one hundred, nor 
exceeding three hundred dollars; and in no case 
shall any such license for retailing spirituous 
liquors be granted, (except for the regular esta- 
blished taverns in said town,) unless a majority 
of the freeholders and householders, resident in 
said town, shall petition the said board of alder- 
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men, certifying, in such petition, that the appli- 
cant for such license is an upright, industrious, 
sober, orderly person, and in every way suitable 
to keep and have the charge of a house for that 
purpose; and the said board, before granting 
any such license, shall require and take bond 
from the applicant, with two or. more good secu- 
rities, to be approved of by said board, payable 
to, the corporation of Woodville, in the penalty 
of two thousand dollars, and conditioned that the 
person to whom such license shall be granted, 
‘shall keep a quiet, peaceable, orderly house, for 
retailing spirituous liquors m the town of Wood- 
ville, and shall not permit or allow gaming to be 
carried on in such house, or on the premises 
thereto belonging, and shall not retail, or other- 
wise dispose of spirituous liquors to slaves; and 
whenever, at any time, such bond shall be for- 
feited, the same shall be put in suit, and prose- 
cuted, and the amount recovered shall enure to 
the use of said town; and said board of alder- 
men shall have full power, at all times, to revoke 
and annul any license so granted, if they shall 
be of opinion, after causing the person having 
any such license, to appear before said board, and 
a proper investigation is had, touching the same, 
that the bond given on granting said license, has 
been in any respect forfeited; and whenever any 
such license shall be thus revoked, no part of the 
money paid for the same shall be refunded, but 
shall be forfeited to the corporation for the use 
of said town; and if any person, or persons, 
in said town, shall presume to set up, or open, 
a tippling-house, or in any manner retail spiritu- 
ous liquors therein, contrary to the provisions of 
this act, without a license, obtained and held in 
the manner aforesaid, it shall and may be law- 
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ful, and it shall be the duty of the mayor of said 
town, to issue his warrant, and cause any such 
person, or persons, to be brought before him; 
and if it shall appear that any such person is re- 
tailing, or hath retailed, spirituous liquors, in 
said town, contrary to the provisions of this act, 
every such person, so offending, shall be fined 
by said mayor, not exceeding twenty dollars, for 
the use and benefit of said town; and moreover, 
said mayor shall bind every such person, or per- 
sons, so offending, over, to appear at the next 
circuit court of Wilkinson county, there to be 
presented, in the same manner as is directed by 
the laws of the state of Mississippi, for the pro- 
secution of persons retailing without a license; 
and if any such person, or persons, shall be found 
guilty, he, she, or they, shall be fined by the 
court, not less than one hundred, nor exceeding 
three hundred dollars, for every such offence ; 
and the limitation of all prosecutions for retailing, 
under the provisions of this act, shall be one year 
next before the commencement of any such pro- 
secution; they shall have power of imposing a 
tax, not to exceed fifty dollars for every twenty- 
four hours, on all public shows and exhibitions 
that may be had, made, or presented in said town ;

and jurisdiction of a justice of the peace of the 
county of Wilkinson, throughout said county. 
It shall be his duty to see.that the provisions of 
this act, and all ordinances, rules, and orders, 
made in pursuance thereof, shall be truly and 
faithfully executed. It shall be his duty to call 
a meeting of the board of aldermen, at any time 
he may deem it. necessary ; and he shali cause 
to be laid before them, for their consideration, 
all matters and things, touching the interest and 
welfare of said town.
